SHANGHAI, (Tuesday). (JP)— 
A Japanese communique today a.s- 
serted that 51 airplanes, said to 
constitute almost the entire first 
line of China’s air forces, had 
been destroyed by Japanese war¬ 
planes raiding Nanchang, Kiansi 
province capital and major Chi¬ 
nese air base. 

The Japanese said 45 Chinese 
planes were shot down in a furious 
air battle over Nanchang yester¬ 
day, and six more were destroyed 
on the ground. They declared only 
one Japanese plane was missing. 


With thousands of cars rolling

SHANGHAI. (JP )—The Japane.se 
vanguard today fought its way to 
within seven miles of Hukow, 
Yangtze river to'vn 150 miles be¬ 
low Hankow and gateway to Lake 
I’oyang, second largest lake in 
China. 

Hukow, 25 miles up the river 
from Matowchen, where an esti¬ 
mated 100 Japanese warships were 
being held up by a .submerged 
boom, is the next major objective 
of the Japanese, 

'The Chinese were reported to 
have thrown a boom across the 
river at Hukow to hold the Japa¬ 
nese b.ack from the lake, and to 
have strengthened another barrier 
already formed at Kiukiang, 15 
miles above Hukow. 

A counter attack, the Chine.se 
said, was holding off an immediate 
attack on Hukow. 

Chinese advices said the Japa¬ 
nese had captured Pengtseh, on 
the south bank of the river above 
Matowchen, but that a counter 
attack had cut communications, 
i.solatlng the Japanese force in 
Pengtseh. 

Earlier Chine.se reports said the 
Chinese had force<i the Japanese 
to retreat from Pengt.seh and had 
recaptured near-by Niangniang- 
mio. 

Japanese troops were landed at 
Niangniamgmio after a transport, 
riding flood waters in the Yangtze, 
managed to pass Matowchen boom 
Saturday. The troops at Pengt.seh 
had advanced up the river bank 
after the transport negotiated the 
boom.

NEW YORK. (JP) — Governor 
George H. Earle of Pennsylvania 
expressed a hope today at the 
cornerstone laying of a replica of 
Independence hall at the New 
York world’s fair that the build¬ 
ing would bring “better under¬ 
standing of the true meaning of 
Independence day.” 

Pointing out that the original 
Independence hall of Philadelphia 
where the federal constitution was 
drafted “stands today in perfect 
condition—a monument to the ar¬ 
tisans who erected it,” Governor 
Earle added: 

"And just as those workmen in 
there own sphere builded well on 
firm foundations, so did those 
other bu.Mders of our nation—the 
founding fathers. Their work like¬ 
wise endures without crumbling, 
and pray God will endure for cen¬ 
turies to come.” 


CHARLOTTESVILLE, Va. (JP)— 
John D. M. Hamilton, chairman 
of the Republican national com¬ 
mittee, and Senator Claude Pep¬ 
per (D., Fla.), New Deal spoke.s- 
man, each turned to Thomas Jef¬ 
ferson today to support their ar¬ 
guments for policies of the two 
major parties.

ported in improved condition at 
the county hospital today. 

Dr. Ralph E. White, hospital 
physician attending the former 
Oklahoma convict, said Dillinger 
rallied Saturday and Sunday, and 
spent restful nights. 

Dillinger was shot as he stood 
in the backyard of a Midway City 
home. Charles Calhoun, 28, 
former fellow inmate of an Okla¬ 
homa penitentiary with Dillinger, 
surrendered to officers and ad¬ 
mitted he fired a high speed rifle 
bullet through Dillinger’s lower 
abdomen. Calhoun awaits prelimi¬ 
nary hearing on charges of at¬ 
tempted murder.

A mounting toll of violent 
deaths—estimated to be well above 
300 persons—marked the celebra¬ 
tions of millions as the three-day 
holiday week-end drew to a close. 

By far the largest toll of death 
was from highway crashes. A con¬ 
servative estimate of motor acci¬ 
dent deaths, compiled from reports 
from 46 states and the District of 
Columbia, was 150 persons. 

In Pennsylvania alone 23 per¬ 
sons died in automobile and train 
accidents, while in Ohio there were 
seven. 

Deaths by drowning were put at 
70 or more. 

In Kentucky one man died when 
he fell from an amusement park 
riding device.

The world's two wars have their birthdays in July. The civil war 
in Spain is two years old—it started July 8, 1936, in Spanish Morocco 
and quickly swept to the mainland. With Germany and Italy openly 
helping the insurgents, all Europe has had a Jittery two years. The 
undeclared war in China is one year old—it started July 7, 1937. The 
Japanese have been having things pretty much their own way so far 
as occupying territory is concerned. But the deeper they advance, 
the more difficulties they run into. For the first 11 months of the 
war in China, casualties were estimated at 300,000 for the Japanese, 
more than 1,000,000 for the Chinese. The war cost to Japan has been 
burned today on the hallowed halls I put at $5,000,000 a day.

That message is carved in the 
granite shaft that stands above 
the spreading, fertile panorama of 
one of America’s foremost battle 
shrines. The 40-foot memorial 
topped by the uronze urn wherein 
burns the "eternal” light of peace, 
was unveiled yesterday by a vet¬ 
eran of the blue and a veteran of 
the gray. More than 150,000 per¬ 
sons stood in the silence of awe 
and respect through the most 
poignant moment of the week 
long celebration of the 75th anni¬ 
versary of the battle. 

The President turned for the 
theme of his address to Abraham j 
Lincoln, the Civil war president, 
who said 75 years ago that those 
who fought and perished on this 
ground "have consecrated it far 
above our pobr powers to add or' 
detract.” i 

The deeds of the men of '63 have j 
been told again and again all 
through this celebration. 

Lee and Longstreet, Meade and 
Hancock, the gallant Reynolds and;

legged Ewell, impetuous A. P. Hill, j 
and bluff old Sedgwick—they've all i 
been here in the memories of many j 
attending this, the last reunion of;

On the ^ope of the tree crowned 
hilltop the vast throng stood for 
hours yesterday to hear their 
President sound the challenge or

a free society.” 

The memorial was unveiled by 
A. G. Harris, 91, of McDonough, 
Ga., and George N. Lockwood, 91, 
of Los Angeles. 

Seventy-five years ago they 
fought during Sherman’s ma.rch to 
the sea, Harris with Humphrey’s 
confederate cavalry, Lockwood 
with the horseman of the ninth 
Michigan regiment of the Union 
army. 

After a handshake they stepped 
aside and the setting sun's rays, 
burning down on an electrical ap¬ 
paratus, Ignited the gas flame in 
the bronze urn atop the memorial. 

Many of the 2000 veterans who 
came here for this reunion saw 
the unveiling from seats beneath 
a breeze rippled canopy. 

Mr. Roosevelt hearkened back to 
liincoln as he spoke of the great 
emancipator’s under-standing "that 
when a challenge to constituted 
government is thrown down, the 
people in self-defense must take it 
up; that the fight must be fought 
through to a decision so clear that 
it is accepted as beyond recall.” 

But this present-day conflict, 
"as fundamental as Lincoln’s” is 
being fought “not with glint of- 
steel, but with appeals to reason 
and justice on a thousand fronts.”

Colleges have home - coming 

The old grads flock bawik to the 
csbmpus from near and far. 

It is a grand week, filled with 
tender memories and the wine of 
old friendship renewed. 

A note in the morning mall from 
a mother makes me feel that we 
could catch up this idea of college 
home-coming week as applied to 
our own homes.

Two words following closely in 
the dictionary are "homeless" and 
"homelike,” and these are just as 
far apart as any two contrast¬ 
ing words can be, for the adjective 
'homeless' is described by Webster 
as 'destitute of a home.’ Destitute 
is just the right word to use, for 
I know by many of the sad letters 
I have received from readers, that 
their real trouble, and the thing 
that makes their whole life seem 
sed, is the fact that they sub¬ 
consciously feel the utter lone¬ 
liness of a homeless soul. 

The meaning of the adjective 
home-like Is described by Webster 
as being like a home, comfortable, 
cheerful, cozy, and friendly, and 
though one write a volume, what 
more could be said about home in 
essence, than those four well- 
chosen words. A room or house 
may have four walls and a celling, 
but a home has a spirit. To those 
of us who cannot go home once 
a year for a reunion, as our cor¬ 
respondent suggests, wouldn't It 
be a fine thing to be there in 
spirit anyway—to perhaps send a 
long interesting letter or a little 
gift back home, to show you still 
remember and appreciate?

OUT OF A.MERICA By ISAK DINESEN 


To Isak Dlnesen, Baroness 
Blixen, Africa was more than a 
continent to be exploited, more 
than the land which for 12 years 
provided her a home and llevll- 
hood. From the first she had a 
feeling of almost mystic kinship 
with the Ngong Hills where her 
6(KlO-acre coffee plantation was 
located. 

With a delicate choice of words 
and the sensitive restraint of the 
true artist she writes, "The plains 
with the thorn trees on them were 
already quite dark, but the air 
was filed with clarity—and over 
our heads, to the west, a single 
star which was to grow big and 
radiant in the course of the night 
was now just visible, like a silver 
point in the sky of citrine topaz. 
The air was cold to the lungs, the 
long dripping grass wet, and the 
herbs on it gave out their spiced 
astringent scent. In a little while 
on the sides the cicada would 
begin to sing. The grass was me, 
atid the air, the distant Invisible 
mountains were me, the tired oxen 
were me, I breathed with the slight 
wind in the thornbush," 

This is not a chronological rec¬ 
ord, and until close to the end 
it touches almost casually the 
course of the author’s life. It Is 
peopled with other characters, 
every one of them alive; the an¬ 


cient African forest which Mi.ss 
Dinesen compares to a rare old 
tapestry, the dying race of the 
Masai who had once been proud, 
brave warriors, the bleak hills dry¬ 
ing up for lack of rain, and the 
native Kikuyu who had lived and 
worked on her farm for genera¬ 
tions and made of her a brass 
serpent. 

She knew the practical details, 
the hard work of farm life. The 
natives came to her when they 
were sick, they came to complain 
when a lion was taking their cows 
and she would go out at night to 
shoot it. The little herd boys 
brought their sheep to graze on 
her lawn, and would wander 
through her house marvelling at 
the strange European things they 
saw there. She was the friend 
of the Kikuyu chief who helped 
her render judgmnt on the im¬ 
portant matter of cows and witch¬ 
craft when serious disputes arose 
among her people. 

At the last the book Is heart 
breaking with its disaster and its 
simple gallantry. Isak Dinesen 
had planted her own deep roots in 
this soil long years before, and 
now the roots were broken. She 
had to sell the farm and leave 
Africa. But before she left her 
wish for life as a whole was ful¬ 
filled; she did not let Africa go 
until it had blessed her.

WARREN MARR BACK AGAIN 
IN ORANGE COUNTY'S JAIL 


Warren Marr, dapper 37-year- 
old confidence man, paced a cell 
in Orange county jail todajl for 
the first time in two years, dur¬ 
ing which he has been sought in 
almost every state in the union. 

Marr faces a nine-count grand 
jury indictment charging grand 
theft and violation of the corpo¬ 
rate securities act. In addition, be¬ 
cause he slipped through a Pasa¬ 
dena bathroom window two years 
ago, he faces trial on escape 
charges, carrying a one-to-ten 
year penitentiary sentence alone if 
he is convicted. 

Chief Criminal Deputy Sheriff 
Merle Dean returned Marr here 
this morning from Indiana peni¬ 
tentiary, where the brown-haired, 
smooth-faced "broker” — the oc¬ 
cupation he gave when booked — 
has been serving a sentence for a 
fradulent stock deal. 

Sheriff Logan Jackson and 
Deputy G. F. McKelvey met Dean 
and his prisoner at Pomona as 
they alighted from a train early 
today, and brought Marr here to 
: jail. 


If he is well enough—the pris¬ 
oner has been ill—Marr will be 
arraigned in superior court early 
this week on the grand jury in¬ 
dictment, which was filed against 
him in 1935. 

Marr and A. E. Acree, now serv¬ 
ing time in San Quentin, are ac¬ 
cused of bilking elderly Orange 
county widows out of nearly $10,- 
000 by trading them stock in an 
“insurance company” for valuable 
securities. 

Marr was arrested in Michigan 
In 1936 and returned here by Dep¬ 
uty Sheriff Russell Lutes after a 
three-week battle through state 
and federal courts for extradition. 
Awaiting trial, he was taken by 
Bailiff Frank Dawson to Los An¬ 
geles, ostensibly to raise funds to 
reimburse his victims under a 
court order. He slipped through 
a bathroom window and disap¬ 
peared, and was not located until 
last year, when he was discovered 
to be serving a sentence in the 
Indiana prison. He was paroled 
to the custody of Dean.

DECLARATION 
OF INDEPENDENCE 

Strange as it. seems, the entire 
United States today celebrates 
the adoption—^not the signing—of 
one of history’s greatest docu¬ 
ments by a group of statesmen 
who had no legal authority to 
do so. 

The Declaration of Independence, 
voted on July 2, adopted July 4 
and signed on Aug. 2, 1776, was 


the crowning product of the sec¬ 
ond Continental congress, a group 
with no written constitution to 
define its powers, an absolutely 
unchartered body. 

Thirteen years elapsed from the 
creation of the Declaration of In¬ 
dependence until the Inauguration 
of George Washington as .Presi¬ 
dent of the United States. Dur¬ 
ing those years the 13 states were 
governed by a congress consisting 


of from two to seven state dele¬ 
gates from each state. 

Members acted upon instruc¬ 
tions from their states; only the 
war with Great Britain united 
them under full powers of sover¬ 
eignty. Not until March 1, 1781, 
with the creation and ultimate 
signing of the articles of Confed¬ 
eration, which preceded the Con¬ 
stitution, did this amazing cen¬ 
tral government operate under a 
charter.

The Declaration of Independence was drafted by 
Thomas Jefferson. It was adopted by the Continental 
Congress July 4, 1776, in accordance with the resolution 
of Richard Henr\^ I.ee that "these united colonies are 
■ind of right ought to be free and independent states,” 
ind a lot of people still think sci. 

Warning as to the security of this Declaration is 
being uttered frequently, and recently by the President 
of these United States. Patriotic societies, fraternal or¬ 
ganizations, and individuals are sounding the alarm that 
efforts are being made to change our form of govern¬ 
ment. There is a world-wide unrest, being interpreted as 
a failure of democratic institutions. That the dictatorial 
method surpasses individual opinion is preferable. These 
we are being urged to adopt in exchange for the declara¬ 
tion of the colonies.

It is a great country of liberty and freedom, 
and with all its faults it supplies to every man a place to 
hang his hat, if his hat fits the peg. 

Freedom is being interpreted in some quarters 
as privilege to take photographs of America’s strate¬ 
gic military points for the album of foreign nations.

WASHINGTON. — It is time 
WPA heads began to take the 
hint. 

Less than a month ago Adminis¬ 
trator Harry Hopkins stuck his 
neck into the Iowa primary and 
was roughly reprimanded in sen¬ 
ate debate. His action met with 
much criticism even among real 
friends of the New Deal. It caused 
Senator Hatch and others to try 
to insert a provision in the relief 
and recovery bill to forbid political 
activity by WPA. « 

That was blocked by the admin¬ 
istration in a disgraceful scene in 
which Democratic Leader Barkley 
declared that because state em¬ 
ployes played politics, WPA would 
be left free to retaliate. He beg¬ 
ged the senate not to hamstring 
WPA politically and “tie it to a 
tree” by forbidding it to get into 
poiitical campaigns. Barkley’s 
cynical plea killed the Hatch 
amendment. Hopkins was spared 
the official rebuke that had been 
intended. 

Yet sentiment was so strong that 
later the senate did authorize its 
election investigating committee to 
watch for use of Federal funds for 
political purposes. That was a 
clear hint to WPA. 

It Didn’t Take 

It didn’t take, however, for now 
WPA’s No. 2 man, Aubrey Wil¬ 
liams, has stuck his neck out. In 
remarks to the Workers Alliance, 
a lobbying organization represent¬ 
ing reliefers, Williams said: “We’ve I 
got to keep our friends in power. I 
. . . Just judge the folks who come | 
and ask for your support by the | 
crowd they run with.” 

The senate campaign investigat¬ 
ing committee asked Wiiliams for 
an explanation. He had only point¬ 
ed out “that in a democracy it 
was important for them to keep in 
office those who had their points 
of view!” Williams said there was 
nothing political in that and that 
no political implication was intend¬ 
ed. 

The senate committee “accept¬ 
ed” his explanation but is investi-
